Smith will be

He said that if Smith is not nom­ 
inated, the Catholics are likely to 
stay away from the polls or at 
least not vote 
the 
Democratic 
ticket, as they would think that 
only religious prejudice had pre­ 
vented their candidate from receiv­ 
ing the nomination. 
Speaking of the election from 
the side of the Republicans, Mr. 
Burleson stated that Coolidge is 
now out of the running entirely, 
and that Vice-President Dawes is 
the most likely man for the place. 
Dawes Is a man of much ability, 
and he does not mince words when 
he speaks. 
He is even stronger 
than when he was nominated for 
Vice-President. 
Herbert Hoover, he believes, is 
out of the pale because he put 
through a flat price on wheat dur 
ing the war and incurred the dis 
favor of the West.

MAKING TH E BRAZOS B EH A V E 
Announcement is made by the 
executive committee of the Braz­ 
os River Conservation and Recla­ 
mation Association that it soon will 
file application to turn the whole 
Brazos Valley into one huge wa­ 
ter district. 
This is interesting, 
not only to those who live adja­ 
cent to more than 1,000 miles of 
the river and its tributaries, but 
to all Texas. 
For if ever a river 
needed the help of man’s intelli­ 
gence to direct the force of na­ 
ture in useful channels that river 
is the Brazos. 
Formerly it was thought to rise 
in Texas and to have its entire 
course 
within 
this 
state. 
The 
source of the Brazos used to be a 
fertile 
cause 
for 
argument in 
Western Texas, but now New Mex­ 
ico is credited with 
originating 
the head-waters. 
Forks 
of 
the 
Brazos flow in every direction of 
the compass. 
One fork is known 
for its salty waters and another is 
tinged with green because it flows 
through soil 
containing 
salts of 
opper. 
The river’s watershed in­ 
cludes most 
of 
the 
Panhandle 
which does not drain the Canadian, 
a considerable part of the South 
ains, and all of Central West 
Texas which does not drain into 
the Colorado. 
Junction of the principal head­ 
water forks occurs in Stonewall 
county but the river turns south­ 
ward 
and 
becomes 
a 
sizeable 
stream only after reaching Palo 
Pinto county. 
There, too, it be­ 
gins to assume the red color which 
deceived Spanish explorers of the 
early 19th Century who thought 
they were on the Colorado, follow­ 
ed the stream up to the junction 
of the two Double Mountain Forks 
and buried their leader with his 
sword and gold lace in a lonely 
gruve that lay undisturbed a hun­ 
dred years. 
The Brazos in its entire length 
drains more than 
11,000 square 
miles. 
South of Waco 1,500,000 
acre* of its valley are subject to 
overflow and of 
these 
70,000 
acres arc improved lands of the 
tate prison system. 
In addition 
to its immense watershed, normal- 
y reeeivnig little rainfall, but at 
times deluged 
by 
torrents, 
the 
Braze' 
has 
Southern tributaries 
which make it' control in the low 
er 'Letches a real problem. 
One 
of th es is Little 
River, 
fed by 
Brushy 
Creek 
and 
these 
two 
streams, in September, 1921, were 
responsible for the heaviest life 


surplus for years in which rainfall 
is light.

Valley a district will bring about 
the desired result, the sooner it is 
started the getter.

Brazos project succeeds its exam­ 
ple can be extended to the Trin­ 
ity

streams which, through all the cen­ 
turies, never have learned how to 
behave.— San Antonio Express.

HARNESSING TH E BRAZOS 
Champions of the harnessing of 
the Brazos river are not sleeping 
at the switch. 
They have their 
program ready. 
They are said to 
have the sympathetic influence of 
the state board of water engineers. 
They say that the Brazos can be 
made to provide city and indus­ 
trial water supply for all cities 
along the Brazos valley, and that 
from 200,000 to 300,000 acres of 
land in the area west of Waco can 
be irrigated. 
Their program also contemplates 
irrigation of any part of the valley 
below Waco. 
Three applications 
are pending now before the state 
water board for right to irrigate 
a total of 90,000 acres in the lat­ 
ter section. 
It is asserted that of 
the 1,500,000 acres in tho valley 
below Waco subject to overflow, 
50.000 acres are improved lands 
of the state prison system 
Rec­ 
lamation is one of the big items on 
the program. 
Another is a series 
of power dams, probably totaling 
50.000 horsepower in the section 
between Mineral Wells and Wa­ 
co. 
According to recent Brownwood 
advices the citizens of Brownwood 
are determined to take steps to se­ 
cure a permit allowing the county 
to impound the amount of water 
requested instead of the permit 
given by the state board allowing 
only a part for domestic and ir­ 
rigation purposes. 
There is work 
ahead for the lawmakers and the 
courts of Texas. 
Harnessing of the rivers of Tex­ 
as and control of the flood waters 
of Texas are going to be acute is­ 
sues in the policies of the state 
unless the 
lawmakers 
and 
the 
courts bring about a sensible so­ 
lution of the all important prob­ 
lem.— Waco News-Tribune.

An ordinance was passed prohibiting skating 
rinks to operate within the city limits, and the present rink 
here was enjoined to cease at once.

en upon a petition of 18 property owners in the district 
where the skating rink is located. 
Mrs. W. S. Howell told 
of the needs and improvements desired by the park board, 
citing among other things that a caretaker should be em­ 
ployed at once. 
The matter was referred to future action. 
Representatives of the Lions’ club, with W. 
S. 
Howell, 
chairman of the city administration building committee as 
spokesman, offered the co-operation of the Lion’s club in 
every way to crystalize sentiment or take any action deem­ 
ed appropriate toward securing such a building for Bryan. 
He also asked that a low power rate be given to users of 
electric signs, stating that they were being put up only to 
beautify the business section, and not as a money-making 
consideration.

Bryan banks now add a service 
charge of 50 cents per month to 
bank accounts that fall under $50 
according to announcement by lo­ 


c a l financial institutions. 
This charge is added to help de­ 
fray the expenses of keeping books 
on their customers’ accounts. It is 
pointed out that practically 
all 
bills are paid by check now, and 
the customer 
depends 
upon the 
bank to keep book* for him. This 
practice has made it necessary for 
banks to employ at least twice as 
many bookkeepers as 
should be 
necessary. 
The charge also works 
advan­ 
tageously to tho customer in that 
it stimulates him to keep a size 
able balance on hand for emerg­ 
ency eases, and tends to retard 
unnecessary spending of 
money. 
One banker aptly said today that 
if during the war the banks had 
added a service charge on all ac 
counts under $200, today the pea 
pie of Brazos county would have 
$1,500,000 more money than they 
have at present.
